TRIBUTE TO COLONEL JOHN WARD. 


London, March 3. 
Speaking onthe Army Estimates in the House of Commons, Mr. 
inston Churchill pointed out that four distinct stages of Army 
evelopment were proceeding at present—firstly. the. great armies of 
"the war are demobilising: wecondly, the Armies of Occupation, 
approximately 900,000 men, were rapidly being formed compulsorily; 
thirdly, a voluntary Regular Army for the immediate garrisoning of 
the Empire, formed out of trained men whohave re-enlisted for from 
one to four years, is growing at the rate ofa thousand daily; fourthls, 
a permanent post-war Army would be built up out of new’ young 
recruits, who, when they reached the age of twenty, would be sent East 
to replace the war-time soldiers. In addition, voluntary formations 
must be found to replace our fourteen Territorial Divisions. 
hill expressed the opinion that in view of our re- 
sponsibilities, the British regular establishment never ought te fall as 
- low as before the war, but we did not know what other Powers were 
going to do, and the final decision on our Army system must be 
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. the supply of necessary ee 
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cinging into anarchy. It would not be possible to withdraw our 
Armies of Occupation immediately Germany agreed to our terms,- 
as we have to make sure that she would carry them out. ese 
Armies, moreover, would compel Germany to act rightly towards the 
new.States on her eastern border, whose continued prosperity was 
_.. such an important factor of the whole European: problem. Mr. 
Churchill therefore urged the maintaining of a strong Army ta the 
Rhineland until the future is clearer. He concluded by emphasising 
the need of not being carried away by success into demanding more 
than was right or prudent. ‘The finest comhination in the world. was 
power and mercy; the worst was weakness and spite.

He then raised problems regarditig the ‘size, and compositi- 
tion of the permanent post war army, its strategic distri-

work aes usual The reasons 
_avere partly the good harvest of 
1816 and an abnormal! monsoon in 
1917, which gave heavy rain and 
which lasted. beyond the usual 
period, but the unusual condition 
of the coal trade referred to below 
undoubtedly did its part and in- 
fluenced the distribution of labour. 
There was a large increase in the 
output of coal, which reached 
17,326,384 tons. This is an increase 
of 907,302 tons, or 5.53 per cent. 
. over the output of 1916, the aver- 
age increase during the previous 
ten years heing 730,641 tons. This 
is the first year in which the 
seventeenth million” has been 
reached, and the 
represents - an addition of 
neatly’ one million tons 
in. two years. The opening 
stocks were 597,276 tons, and the 
, Closing stocks were 518,838 tons. 
e despatches amounted to 
79,190 tons, and the 
coHiery consumption to 
1,835,510 tons ( 0.50 per cent. 
of the output). The amount of 
coal delivered to coking was 
690,122 tons, from which 190,329 
mons of hard coke and 225,124 tons 
of soft coke were made. This 
increase was general throughont 
British India, and only in five of 
the seventeen coalfields was there 
failure to respond to it. Amongst 
these five, however, were the im- 
portant Ranigaaj and Giridith 
ey the other three being 
small fields. - The main increase 
vas in the Jharia coalfield, the 
output of which was 833,470 tons 
more than in 1916, and there was 
substantial. increases in the 
-Bokaro-Ramgarh field and the 
portion of the Raniganj coalfield 
lying to the west of the Barakar 
river, generally known as the 
Mugma ares.
